A meeting of the Manchester Section of the Institute was held at 
the Institute, St. Mary’s Parsonage, Manchester, on Tuesday, 
April 7th, 1914.

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Mr. Bernard Kruger dealt with the steel belt drive, and he thought 
that if the statements made on behalf of that form of drive were 
well authenticated, they called for comment on the part of advo¬ 
cates of other methods of driving. He would have enjoyed a 
hand-to-hand contest between Mr. Kenyon and Mr. Kruger on 
the respective methods of driving which thev advocated, but, 
whilst that was not possible, he believed that Mr. Kenyon was 
acquainted with Mr. Kruger’s views, and that he might have 
something to say on the subject. He had pleasure in askitig Mr. 
Kenyon to read his paper.
